PROGRESSO (Yucatan,) April 1.—A fish - 
ing bark just in from the Gulf of Mexico 
reports having encountered two unknown 
boats heavily armed with cannon and ap- 
parently well equipped with munitions of 
war. When hailed the boats made no re- 
ply, and the fishermen being afraid to make 
any further advances, escaped from the 
locality as fast as possible. It is thought 
the Cuban revolution, although it is re- 
ported that there are pirate manned 
by renegade Cubans coasting about the 
Gulf and along the coast of South America.

Impressive Scenes at

the Students. 


They Unite in Deafening Cheers for 
the Emperor and the Ex- 
Chancellor. 


Words of Warning from the Man of 
Blood and Iron’—Flowers, 
Beer, Songs and Music

FREIDRICHSRUHE, April 1.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) Since early this morning 
trains have been arriving here loaded with 
visitors from all parts of the empire de- 
sirous of congratulating Prince Bismarck 
on his eightieth birthday. Among them 


sier regiment, of which the Prince is 
honorary colonel; also a delegation com- 
posed of university professors and another 
of senators from Hamburg, Lubeck and 
Bremen. A dispatch of congratulation. 
which King Oscar of Swedén and Norway 
sent to Prince Bismarck alluded to the 
latter as the creator of German unity. 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria tele- 
graphed his congratulations today. | 

The weather was glorious. By 8 o’clock 
five trains, each bringing about a thou- 
sand people, had arrived from Hamburg. 
In addition great numbers of people flocked 
here from various country roads. The 
railroad station was hung with garlands, 
flags and Chinese lanterns. 

The general public was not admitted to 
the castle gardens, where the reception 
was held, but thousands gathered in the 
meadows on the other side of the stream 
overlooking the gardens. 

At 12:30 p.m. the band of the Fourth 

ent of Footguards ttok a position in 
garden opposite the palace, and played 
the Hallelujah“ chorus from the Mes- 
Mah,“ and many popular airs. Seon the 
strains of Die Wacht am Rhin“ were 
heard in the distance, announcing the ap- 
proach of thé procession of students, num- 
bering about four thousane The terrace 
at the time was occupied Ty Prince Bis .

guests. The Countess van Rantsau, daugh- 
ter of Prince Bismarck, and the Coun- 
tesses Herbert and William Bismarck were 
attired in summer toilettes, while several 
of the gentlemen in the party wore uni- 
forms, but Count von Rantzau, Count Her- 
bert Bismarck and Count William Bis- 
marck were in ordinary morning dress. 
Prince Bismarck’s sister, the Countess Van 
Arnim. and her — were also 


the students’ procession 
emerged upon the triangular space under 
the terrace, presenting a strikingly bril- 
Mant spectacle, the sun glistening on the 
drawn swords of the students and display- 
ing to advantage the gorgeous gala uni- 
forms of thé varlous corps; consisting of 
white breeches and gauntlets and silk and 
velvet doublets, many-colored sashes and 
caps, ornamented with ostrich feathers. As 
the students were marshalled in front of 
the terrace and on the rising ground to 
the left the band played “Heil der Sieges- 
Kranz.“ 

The crowds about the castle had by this 
time been swelled to 12,000 persons. At 
the moment the Prince’s stately form was 
recognized by the students and the pub- 
lic, there arose a mighty cheer, which 
echoed far and wide and the students 
clapped their swords together. in the air. 
Prince Bismarck wore a cuirassier uniform 
and was without a cloak. He raised his 
helmet and stood bowing until the cheers 
had subsided. The spokesman of the stud- 
ents. deputaion, Mruch, a theological 
student of the University of Bonn, then 
ascended the tribune and conveyed to 
Prince Bismarck congratulations of his fel- 
low-students, representing thirty universi- 
ties, in a few appropriate words and con- 
cluding with presenting to the Prince 
an address requesting him to accept as a 
birthday present a handsome shaft of mar. 
ble, iron, silver and gold. with symbolical 
figures and surmounted with the German 
eagle. 

Prince Bismarck, having inspected ard 
admired the monument, which occupied a 
prominent place on the corner of the ter- 
race, advanced to the balustrade and, amid 
renewed cheers and clashing swords, re- 
plied to the address of the students. He 
spoke for about twenty minutes, clearly 
and distinctly, but with less force and 
point than when addressing the delega- 
tions of the Reichstag a week ago. In the 
course of his remarks he said: 

Four masters paid me a tribute of ac- 
knowledgement of the past (referring to 
the visit of the university professors this 
morning) your greetings are to me a 
pledge of the future that until the middle 
of the next century, when I shall long 
have been dead, you will continue to 
utter the same feelings which you pro- 
claimed today. When a German is en- 
thused in his youth de never lets it drop 
altogether in his mature age. That which 
the government of William I. instilled 
your hearts will always bear forth its 
fruits, no matter what shape the institu- 
tions of the state may take. The national 
feeling remains everywhere one emigrates. 
I have proof today that hundreds of thou- 
sands of Germans at the Cape of Good 
Hope, in America and in Australia, cling 
with equal enthusiasm to the old father- 

We had to fight hard for our national 
independence.

It was the way of the world 
to fight, he added, and the fact that the 
still attacked him he concluded 
that his thoughts were not dead. The 
groups of Socialists, Centrists and Poles 
took it ill for him for calling them the 
enemies of the empire, but he could sus- 
saying 
theoretically they all might be well-dis- 
posed toward the empire, provided the em- 
pire was such as they desired. Continu- 
ing, the Prince said that it was to be re- 
gretted that the Socialists had not secured 
the second vice-presidency of the Reich- 
stag. because that would have shown that 
the affairs of the Socialists were not ripe 
enough for resolute action. The empire

It is learned from trustworthy 
sources that instead of proceeding on its 
cruise in leisurely fashion, as originally 
planned, Admiral Meade’s entire squadron, 
which was ordered to sail from Kingston; 
Jamaica, on Saturday, for Colon, will con-

York, Minneapolis, Columbia, Atlanta, Ra- 
leigh and Cincinnati. 

To these will soon be added the Mont- 
gomery, which ts about to sail for Havana.

There is no doubt that the diffi- 
culty of collecting debts largely adds to 
the risk of merchandising and is responsi- 
ble for a good many of the evils which 
occur, Another consequence of this is 
that merchants are obliged to take the 
question into consideration in fixing their 
prices, so that those who intend to pay 
their liabilities are forced to pay more 

than they would otherwise have to do be- 
cause some persons are dishonest. The 
Commercial Bulletin has the following 
to say on the subject: 

„What traders want, and what the coun- 
try wan if tt only had the sense to see 
it, is such a in the laws as will 

1 people to pay their debts, so long 

ey have the property of any sort to 
40 it with, to e their wages attacha- 
ble up to the lowest margin of living, and 
to eend them to prison if it can be shown 
that they are able to pay but will not; and 
this with the minimum of 
pense, as in Huropean countries 
to éffect such a change is the question. 
The only plan we can suggest is a com- 
bination of traders throughout the State 
allied 2 others that are subject to the 
game risks, to cast their votes as one man 
only for such candidates as promise to 
bring forward such amendments and to 
press them to an fssue, ignoring every 
other until they are passed into law. 
From ‘this combination all real estate 
dealers, all owners of real estate beyond 
a moderate amount inp excess of their 
homes and business premises, all lawyers, 
officeholders and candidates for offices or 
public employments, or honors of any de- 
scription, should be excluded, for these 
are necessarily inimical to every reform 
of this description. And every member 
would have to bind himself neither to 
vote, nor to give his interest or {nflu- 
ence for any person or purpose, be it 
municipal, county, State or national, until 
the objects of the association were secured 
by constitutional and legislative enact- 
ments. This may seem a big undertaking; 
but nothing less will accomplish the pur- 
pose, and we shall only deceive ourselves 


COMME CIAL. 

Few persons stop to consider what a Te 
markable and indeed startling fall in prices 
of leading articles of food has taken place 
during the past twenty-five years, This 
feature should not be forgotten in consid- 
ering the decline of wages which has also 
taken place. The American Grocer, in its 
twenty-fifth anniversary number, publishes 
the prices of leading articles of food com- 
piled from ite market reports for twen- 
five years. The following are the whole-

The only item which is higher now than 
in 1869 is coffee, and this article has, dur- 
ing the twenty-five years, fluctuatod be- 
tween 9.01 and 19.72 cents per pound. 
The coffee market is just emerging from 
a period of high prices and is now tending 
downward. Dairy products have also fluc- 
tuated y and are now above a parity 
‘with other articles of food, but the tables 
of the American Grocer, which are given 
for each of the last twenty-five years, II- 
lustrate quite as marked a tendency toward 
lower prices for nearly all varieties of food 
as is seen in other lines of production. 

One of the principal causes which has 
led up to this remarkable decline has been 
the falling off in the cost of transporta- 
tion.

. GENERAL BOA TOPICS. 

It is true that the agricultural and hor- 
tincultural productions of Southern Califor- 
nia are extremely varied—more varied 
than those of any other similar area in 
the United States—but it is also true that 
there are quite a large number of valua- 
ble products which might be successfully 
raised in this section that have hith- 
erto been neglected. It is well for the 
press to call attention from time to time 


of new industries, as it is impossible to 
have too much variety in this line. The 
more varied the products of a section tle 
less chance there is that any general dis- 
aster can overtake the producers from the 
failure of one, or even of several crops. 

Among the valuable crops which might 
be raised in Southern California in cam- 
phor. The tree from which camphor is 
obtained is a very beautiful one and spec- 
imens may be seen growing vigorously in 
yards within and around the city limits 
of Los Angeles, as well as in many sec- 
tions of the surrounding country. The 
tree is not of a tropical character, being 
a native of the temperate regions of China 
and Japan. It has long been cultivated: 
in the south of Europe, and has proven 
eminently successful in the southern sec- 
Loulslana and along the 
Gulf coast. At New Orleans a tree now 
twelve years old has attained a height of 
thirty-five feet, and a diameter of the 
body of nearly two feet. Fruit has been 
produced in abundance in Louisiana and 
South Florida. At Augusta, Ga., young 
plants, one year old from seed, have with- 
stood a cold of 14 deg. below the freezing 
point,. demonstrating that it may safely 
be classed among the hardy trees for 
sections below the 32nd degree. 

Its remarkable vigor and rapid growth, 
together with handsome broad evergreen 
leaves, symmetrical habit and, so far, 

from insect depredations, makes 
this one of the most valuable trees for 
street planting in the Southern cities. 
But its great economic value consist in 
the camphor of commerce which it pro- 
duces. Samples of gum camphor prepared 
in South Florida were pronounced by ex- 
perts as equalling the European refined 


YP. T. Berckmans of Georgia, president 
of the American Pom Society, who

rich soll. As an offset, the repeated cut- 
ting of the branches exhausts the trees 
in poor soils more rapidly than where an 
ample supply of plant food keeps up a 
vigorous growth. 

“The cost of ‘dry distillation’ is inexpen- 
sive, both in the matter of labor, fuel 
and apparatus. The yield of camphor per 
tree of a given age has been difficult to 
ascertain, as no experiment has been re- 
ported to that end. The trees may be 
plamted fifteen feet apart each way, which 
would require 193 trees to the acre. 
distance is said to be ample, where an- 
nual cuttings of half the branches are 
made. It is best to always plant one 
or two-year-old trees; grown in pots, as 
the loss in transplanting such trees is 
reduced to a small fraction. Trees grown 
in open ground, especially in sandy solls, 


is often very great. The only cultivation 
required is to keep the ground free from 
weeds and worked once a month with 
a cultivator.”

The sneaking cowardice of Debs was 
conspicuously exemplified when he 
stood up before a Los Angeles audi- 
ence and declared himself not responst!- 
ble for the strike; nor for any of its 
results. As a matter of fact, he had 
it in his power to prevent the railway 
strike altogether, or to have stopped it 
within twenty-four hours after it was 

The question of Debs’s responsibility 


in this matter is not a debatable one. 


It is a fully established fact, and he 
will not be permitted to slink out of 
the terrible responsibility which rests 
upon him. He may escape, by the 
law's delay or through mistaken clem- 
ency, the just punishment of his 
crimes. But he cannot escape the de- 
liberate judgment of discriminating 
men, nor the obloquy with which a 
public opinion has branded him. 
Hie silly charge that the railroad 
managers deliberately took steps to 
stop the operation of their roads, know- 
lug that such stoppage would cost 
them hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars is no less silly than his declara- 
tion that the railroad managers hired 


men to burn their own property. And 


Debs’s declaration that he is innocent 


of any and all responsiblity for the 
strike ahd ita attendant loss of life 
and property. 

As bearing upon these questions a 
few of the telegrams sent out during 
the strike by Debs and his lieutenants 
are of interest at this time. They are 
taken from the Federal Reporter, and 
their authenticity is, therefore, above 
question. 

Judge Taft, in his findings in the 
case of Thomas vs. Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Company, 
quoted the following telegrams which 
passed between E. V. Debs and Frank 
W. Phelan. (Fed. Reporter, vol. 62,

In the United States vs. Debs, (Fed. 
Reporter, vol. 64, p. 761.) Judge 
Woods in finally summing up the 
charges against Debs and his confeder- 
ates, quoted telegrams, copies of which 
appear below, and in regard to which 
he said: 


“These things followed, 
in large measure, I think it not un- 
warranted to say, were the natural 
and probable result of the speeches 
made and counsel given to the men by 
Debs and Howard at the meeting on 
the night of the 29th of June at Blue 
Island.

| “INDIVIDUAL” SYSTEM OF TEACHING 


DEFENDED. 


LOS ANGELES, April 1, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I was an inter- 
ested listener to the discussion at the 
Teachers’ Association last week of the 


individual system recently introduced into 
our city schools, and was pleased to notice 
that all the Los Angeles teachers who 
poke on the subject were in favor of it. 
I noticed, too, that there seemed to be a 
feeling on the part of many of them that 
the parents were dissatisfied with the ex- 
nerimpent, and that their dissatisfaction 
8 in the way of its success. I was 
surprised at this expression until I re- 


need of expression. Now the parents dis- 
satisfied with the rigidity of the graded 
svstem have often protested. As a parent 
who sees the school from the outside, I 
have recognized in this-effort an attempt 
to do away with the evils of the graded 
system, retaining all that is good, a regu- 
lar course of study and the grouping of 
children of about the sdme degree of ad- 
vancement together, and I have welcomed 
Mr. Search as the Moses who should lead 
us out of the wilderness of evils in our 
public schools. As to the practicability of 
his theory, I for one have no doubt.

as successful in Colton, w 
tried since last October, so one of tho 
Colton teachers told the association; it is 
successful in the Oakland High School, 
where they are working enthusiastically 
according to Pueblo methods, and it has 
succeeded in every advanced school every- 
where, for only when the teacher has done 
painstaking individual work has any 
school been successful. What parent is 
willing that the needs of his child shall 
be ignored in any school? What. parent 


does not welcome the guarantee that his 


bright child shall be unretarded in his 
progress, and that his dull child shall no 


longer be forced to do work for which he 
is unprepared; that both 


shall be per- 
mitted to develop according to their na- 
tures. I do for one feel greater satisfac- 
tion than I can express in this movement. 
I believe that this community is broad 
enough and intelligent enough to forward 
it.

In the country school the work 
of the teacher must he largely individual, 
or rather the child must largely look out 
for himself. He goes to the teacher when 
he gets into difficulty, the teacher hears 
his lesson when she can. Th 
into the habit-of relying on himself, of 
studying out subjects dy himself without 


waiting for the teacher. He thus becomes. 


an independent thinker—a student. Some 
of us remember work we did in ungraded 
country schools with regret that our chil- 
dren seem to develop helplesness rather 
than power in spite of the much boasted 
advance in education. I hear it often 
urged as an ohbjéction to the individual 
system that it might succeed if a teacher 
had but twenty pupils, but it cannot when 
she has forty or fifty.

Public Library of the. city. of Los Angeles. 
Defendant is the pastor of the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and the publication 
that forms the basis ot the action is a 
prayer offered by him before his congre- 
gation in words as follows, vis: Oh, Lord, 
vouchsafe Thy saving grace to the libra- 
rian of the Los Angeles City Library, and 
cleanse her of all sin and make her a 
woman worthy of her effice.”” No special 
damages are alleged and the words spoken 
do not prima facie constitute a slander, 
and are not actionable per se, unless they 
did, as plaintiff claims, tend directly to 
injure her in respect to her office as 
aforesaid, by imputing to her a general 
disqualification in those respects which 


Slander is defined by the Civil Code (sec. 
46,) to be “a false and unprivileged pub- 
lication other than libel which: First, 

person with. crime or with 


charges any 
having been indicted, convicted or pun-. 


ished for crime; second, imputes in nim 
the present existence of an infectious, 
contagious or loathsome disease; third, 
tends directly to injure: him in respect 
to his office, profession, trade or business, 
either by imputing te him general disqual- 
ification in those respects whicl the office 
or other occupation peculiarly requires, 


or by imputing something with reference 


to his office, profession, trade or business 
that has a natural tendency to lessen its 
profits; fourth, iImputes to him impotence 
or want of chastity; or, fifth, which by 
natural consequence caused by actual dam- 
ages. That slanderous words are se- 
tionable, which directly tend to the prej- 
udice of one in his offices, profession or 
trade, without proof of special damages, 
is the rule of the common law as well 
| as the statute. In Gove vs. Blethen (21 
Minn., 80,) it is said that It may be laid 
down as a settled rule that slanderous 
words spoken of a person in an office of 
profit and relating to him in such office, 
importing a charge of unfitness, either 
in respect of morals or capacity for the 
duties of such office, are actionable per 
se. To show that the words complained 
of were spoken of plaintiff with respect 
to her office and did tend directly to injure 
her therein by importing a charge of the 
want of a qualification. which the office 
peculiarly requires, the complaint by way 
of colloquim and innuendo contains num- 
erous averments.

defendant did not intend his prayer as 
aforesaid to be an accusation of want of 
moral rectitude on the part of the plain- 
tiff, or that it was not so understood by 
those who heard it.

THE PLUMBERS’ STRIKE. 


Eighteen Journeymen Locked Out— 
The Bosses Firm. 

The plumbers’ strike or lockout, which- 
ever it may be called, commenced yester- 
day morning, as duly bulletined for sev- 
eral preceding days. Only six of the firms 
that gave notivye of the proposed seduction 
of wages from $4 to $3 a day, were pre- 
pared to enforce it when the time came. 
So far not more than eighteen journey- 
men appear to be affected. 

All of the force of J. B. Myer & Co., 
one of the largest firms in the business, 
struck rather than accept the ut. Nr. 
Myer stated, however, that he parted 
with all his men on good terms and there 
were no hard feelings between them and 
the firm, so far as he knew. He simply 
could not afford to pay $4 * day for labor 
in view of the demoralized condition of the 
trade, and if the men could not afford to 


a + 


compelled to do so. 

Asked whether he had men to take the 
places of the strikers, Mr. Myer stated 
that he had all he wanted at present; in 
fact, enough to fill all the places vacated, 
and good men at that. So far as he knew 
the other firms who reduced the scale 
were similarly situated. 

The union journeymen hold frequent 
conferences and while they refuse to talk 
for publication, they express confidence in 
their ability to win the fight. They say 
they have the upper hand and will keep 
it. Their committee, it is claimed, suc- 
ceeded in keeping all the master plumbers, 
except six firms, in line, but the bcsses 
who have already reduced the scale, eay 
a good many others will follow suit as 
soon as they get through with contracts 
they now have under way. :

Master Plumbers’ A 
fight between the Journeymen’s 
individual firms, pure and simple. 

There are only three strictly non-union 
plumbing firms in the city, namely W. 
C. Furrey Company two branch 
houses run by them under different names. 
Maj. Furrey, when seen by a reporter, 
sta that his firm did not belong to the 
Master Plumbers’ Association nor employ 
union labor, They, however, paid their 
men $4 a day and would not pay less, as 
good plumbers were entitled to good 
wages. They would not discharge a man 
in their employ if he chose to join the 
union, but the union could not dictate 
what they should or should not pay him 
for his labor. 

The Journeymen’s Union ‘eld another 
meeting yesterday afternoon, but none of 
the officers or members would say anything 
about the situation to outsiders, further 
than that they expected the whole trouble 
to be settled within a few Jays.

UP WITH A ROUND TURN. 


ome Practical Jokers Pay for Their 


Fun—Sunday Street-car Service. 
Health Officer’s Report—

PASADENA, April 1.—(Speciat Corre- 
spondence.) At the meeting of the City 
Council this afternoon severe strictures 
were passed upon the contractors who 
Ua ve, for the past three years, performed 
the city work, and the Street Superintend- 
ent came in for his share of censuré on 
account of his acceptance of the same. 
“Trustee Weed stated that he had been 
making investigations among contractors 
“and they did not hesitate, one and all to de- 
clare that they had not performed the street 
work, in any case, in the manner required 
by the printed specifications, as it was 
thoroughly understood that the only thing 
necessary for them was to satisfy the 
Street Superintendent and he would ac- 
cept their work with all of its imperfec- 
tions and order the assessments. The ex- 
ons of opinion from various mem- 

rs of the Council were very decided that 
this sort of thing in the future should be 
made an impossibility and that contractors 
would be held strictly to their duty, even 
if it were found necessary to plate an in- 
Spector over every job of street improve- 
ment. The looting of the pockets of tax- 
payers for street improvements that do 
not improve, must cease and in the future 
the Council will see to it that no contract 
is evaded in even the smallest particular. 

The dereliction on street work was 
forced upon the attention of the Council 
by the refusal of the property-owners on 
Garfield avenue to countenance the ac- 
ceptance of the work on that thoroughfare 
and their appeal to the Counell from the 
assessment. The personal investigation of 
the members led to a unanimity of ‘opinion 
that not a single street improved in Pas- 
adena for at least three years had been 
done according to the specifications, and 
that the persons at fault had no excuse 
but that of “precedents.” The 
that shall obtain in the future is that of 

Garfield avenue, where the work is de- 
clared wholly inadequate, and the con- 
tractors have been given two weeks to 
make it right, the Council personally in- 
specting it when completed. The signers 
of the appeal were’. represented.at the

It is not et all likely that the 
ordinance will be accepted by the stock- 
holders of the proposed company, as they 
regard its provisions as so much more 
stringent than those required from Groen- 
endyke, that  savors of discrimination, 
though Trustee Weed, who is largely re- 


sponsible for the introduction of the new 


provisions, says that it is only the wisdom 
of experience, which came too late to be 
of value in the issuance of the former 
franchise. A protest from the property- 
owners on Lincoln avenue, asking for the 
substitution of camphor trees ‘nstead of 
palms in the resolution of intention in re- 
gard to planting ehade trees upon their 
thoroughfare, was read and turned cver to 
the Committee on Streets and Aileys.

was awarded to John Showalter. Ordi- 
nances establishing grades on Walnut, 
Peoria and Madison streets were intro- 
duced, and resolutions of inteation affect- 
ing same were read.

Meeting of the Board of

SANTA ANA, April 1.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)
